He 
claims to have obtained 53,000 from 
the Burns Detective agency by hiring 
himself to it as an agent to help run 
down tlic Wall street dynamiters.

Meanwhile. Senator Borah is de- 


manding that tho treaty be rewritten 
so as to leave no doubt as to its 
meaning. 
"There is no proper reason." he said

should be permitted to remain to am- 
biguous or nebulous."

the credit of the nations of Europe, recip- 
rocal tariff regulations calculated to fa- 
cilitate 
international commerce 
and

banking institutions at strategic points 
throughout the world, it will be necessary 
to maintain fleets of ships flying the. 
lAmeriean. flag. 
Mr. Albert D. Lasker 


chairman of the United States Shipping 
board, believes the vital importance of 
operating American ships is not thorough- 
ly understood by citizens of inland states. 
"Transportation on the sea becomes a pa- 
ramount issue of the day." says 2yir. 
Lasker. "The inland dweller." lie de- 
clares "has felt that the profits of ship- 
ping inured entirely .to the wealthy coast 
cities; that it was a local issue for local 
profit, and one that should be supported 
locally." 
The 
federal 
government, 


states, counties, cities and towns financed 
the railroads to develop industry and 
benefit the nation, and he argues that it 
is just as necessary, as a public enter- 
prise, ito make America supreme in ocean 
shipping. 


No great, pending problem bears such 


a vital relationship to the present and fu- 
ture prosperity of the United States as 
international commerce. In the commer- 
cial era which terminated with the recent 
war, there was considerable sentiment 
that foreign 
trade was an' inconse- 


quential 
factor 
in 
connection with 


business and agriculture, and it was of 
minor concern to looK beyond the seas 
for trade when' larger markets might be 
developed at home. 
' 


t ..The war and the depression of business 


throughout the world has changed the 
American viewpoint. '"We have realized 
as never before our dependence upon 
European tradg for national prosperity. 
Our efforts today ^are being concentrated 
on a solution of European financial and 
economic difficulties whieli will place the 
nations of that continent on a solid basis'' 
and enable them to resume commerce on 
an extensive scale with this country. The 
financier's view is now universally accept- 
ed, by manufacturers and agriculturists. 
If we are to make the most of our com- 
mercial opportunities in Europe as well as 
in other portions of the world we must 
Lave a merchant marine. 


^While there has always been more or 


less sentiment toward a revival of our 
merchant marine it has never reached 'the 
proportions it has attained today. How 
the merchant marine will be financed is a 
question for determination, but it is a 
specific issue, and one which will remain 
an issue until it is settled and settled wise- 
ly. There has always been a native'pre- 
judice against subsidies, but it is possible 
tliat the American people will come to the 
viewpoint that no other way can be found 
to provide this country with its own ocean 
carriers. 
Shipping legislation is certain 


to assume much prominence in congress in 
'the near future. President Harding has 
the subject on his mind and we may ex- 
pert definite action within the coming 
year. 


STEFANSSON'S VISION 0? THE 


FAR NORTH 


The Arctic region is a laud of promise. 


It is n. land of great stores of valuable ores 
and minerals, a land congenial to agricul- 
tural production, a land where there is 
but little severe cold and snow, n land 
•where the climate is pleasant and living is 
comparatively easy. "Whether you smile 
or no*, this is the opinion of Vilhjalmur 
Slcfonsson, the great, explorer. 
He has 


spent eleven years ia that faroff region, 
and in all that lime he has procurc-d his 
food wherever he happened to be. If he 
could not obtain meat, he say<;. he could 
catch fisli, and. if the fish were not biting, 
lie gathered vegetables. 


The Far north is not the fierce, frigid 


stretches picliircd in the story books, ac- 
cording to Stcfansson. 
"1 was in Vir- 


ginia last year." he says, "when they had 
eighteen inches of snow; this is as much 


as fulls in a whole year in the Arctic." 
And "the weather reports show that the 
average snowfall in St. Louis is greater 
than a year's MIOW fall in northern Alias- 
ka."" And "I have seen the thermometer 
100 degrees in the shade on the northern 
coast of Alaska.'' 


The Canadian railroads have demon- 


strated that the Far north h favorable, 
as lo both soil and climate, for fanning. 
Stefan&son reminds us that copper, iron, 
gold and oil are found in large quanti- 
ties in Alaska, iiud in other northern 
lands. 
Further exploration and experi- 


ence may open up 1he Arctic region to ci- 
viliralion. As Stcfansson states, the solu- 
tion of the dith'culties of the Far north is 
as possible and certain as was the solu- 
tion of the problems of the hot climes. 


POWER AND NAVIGATION 


Proposals for building huge dams and 


great power plants at points^ along the 
St. Lawrence river have been submitted 
to the Canadian government. As the Do- 
minion hopes to develop this water- 
course so that ocean ships may enter the 
Great Lakes and industrial plants may 
be concentrated where power will be 
cheap the suggestions are receiving seri- 
ous consideration.

states should study water power possi- 
bilities, and. whether they are near the 
sea or not. take live interest in promot- 
ing ocean, lake and river transportation. 


"\Ye shall always have an acute trans- 


portation problem in this country until 
we have a right solution of it. 
A right 


solution means utilization of every means 
'of transportation, real or potential, that 
represents tlis lowest cost as well as the 
"greatest economic gain to the country. 
To exclude or fail to utilize agencies, 
which would lower the cost of distribu- 
tion would be an economic loss <as well 
as discrimination against the many for the 
benefit-of a few. AVe can only have dis- 
tribution at a minimum cost in the United 
States when we develop our waterways 
and provide^ for water transportation 
wherever it is available.' Likewise, ^the 
development of permanent highways for 
motor truck transportation is in the same 
category. \ 


The St. Lawrence waterway project 


will make possible enormous^economies in 
transportation costs. A majority of the 
people will be directly benefited by it and 
all of them indirectly. 
New York is 


fighting it for the sole reason that it 
wishes to force commerce to filter through 
its ports regardless of the toll taken from 
the American people. The St. Lawrence 
waterway project ivill'prevail because it 
is for the national good and because it 
rests on an inherently sound economic 
basis.

reports from Washington show, is the failure of ag 
riculiure to recover. The plight of the farmers docs 
nol crow better.
